She Witnesses tho \Bombardment 


of Bio de Janeiro. 


SOMETHING HEW TO HER EXPERIENCE 


The Firing was Terrific but Seemed, 


Intended More to Frighten than 


to Hurt Those Against Whom 


It was Directed. 


BEBLIN, Oct. S.—Sarah Bernhardt, 


the actress, who returm d Sunday to 
Paris from her theatrical tour of South 
America, described at'Ieu^th her expe- 
rience at Rio de Janeiro during the 
bombardment of Elo. She and her 
company sailed on the French steamer 
Portugal from Buenos Ayres for Bor- 
deaux. They left Montevideo Septem- 
ber 7, and arrived in the harbor of the 
Brazilian capital on the -morning of 
the first day of the bombardment. 
The Portugal was ordered not to land 
any passengers, but she lay in the har- 
bor, as far as possible from the rebel 
fleet, for four days 


"I never before had such an experi- 


ence," said Bernhardt. "It was a mar- 
velous scone m a lifetime. I was on 
deck constanly during the first txvo 
days, not going below ev< n to eat 
In 


those two days 231 cannon shots 
wero exchanged between Fort Santa 
Cruz and the war ships. The display 
was superb, but nobody apparently 
shot to kill. Not one shot, as far as I 
saw or heard, hit or hurt anything 
It seemed as if they had created a splen- 
did spectacle to frighten each other 
and were doing their best to make the 
greatest possible notse without injuring- 
anybody 


"On tho morning of tlie third day 


several officers got permission from 
the city to go ashore although the 
steamer's captain had been ordered not 
to land passengers 
They remained In 


the city forty-eight hours 


We had expected to find everything 


upside down 
It was quite otherwise, 


nothing about the place reminded me 
of what I supposed a besieged city 
would look Mice. Business wah going 
on as usual. In the afternoon tho 
ladies were out driving and calling as 
if nothing was happening, and in the 
evening tho places of amusement were 
as full as ever. Only in the afternoon 
of the last day did the people seem to 
grow a little anxious when there was 
reports of reinforcements and a more 
vigorous bombardment ol the city. 


"Both in landing and returning to 


the Portugal we were obliged to cross 
the bay in small boats 
The rebel war 


ships were firing into the city but none 
of their shots struck near us 
From 


what I heard I gathered that the state 
of things could not last much longer. 
Probably it will end with the victory 
of Admiral Mullom and the surrender 
of the eity to him."

NEW Oar BANS, Oct. a-A terrlflo tw 


nado struck Now Orleans late Sunday 
night, coming from the northeast, and 
ra^ed here nil night and a portion of 
to-day, sweeping to the south from 
here along tho line of the Mississippi 
river, through tho Pariah of Plaque- 
mine to the gulf 


The storm was one of the worst 


which ever visited this section, and as 
far as can be learned killed twenty- 
four or more persons and wounded 
probably three tiraca as many, some ol 
them fatally, besides destroying a 
large amount of property at Now Or- 
leans 


The wind had reached a velocity ol 


forty-eight miles an hour at 8 o'clock, 
when the aerometer of the weather bu- 
reau was destroyed. It constantly in- 
creased in force until 2 a. m., when its 
velocity was egtimated at sixty railea 
an hour. The crash of sheds and build- 
Ings blown down, trees torn up and 
houses unroofed, caused intense alarm, 
and most of the population of the city 
stayed up all night, expecting tixelr 
houses to be blown down. 


Among tho buildings destroyed wero 


a large market house, which crushed 
several buildings in Its fall; tho Bur- 
dette-street mission church, the cotton 
yards of the Northeastern railroad, 
Coleman's boiler shop and the Pythian 
hall. 
A number of other buildings 


were unroofed. 


The revetment levee on Lake Pon- 


chartrain, which protects New Orleans 
from overflow on the rear, was washed 
away, the water sweeping over it fif- 
teen feet or more, and many of the 
yachts there wero sunk or injured. 


In the Mississippi the coal fleet was 


scattered, the transfer boat of the 
Texas & Pacific railroad badly dam- 
aged and several wharfs carried away. 
The New Orleans & Northwestern had 
its track flooded for seven miles and so 
badly washed that it can run no trains. 
The track of the Louisville A Nashville 
was badly washed for fifteen miles and 
it will be several days before it can run 
trains 


While only four deaths and one per- 


son wounded severely, if not fatally, 
IB the report from the storm in New 
Orleans, below the city it was far 
worse, especially in Plaquemino par- 
ish. Here the wind reached a velocity 
of 100 to 135 miles an hour, sweeping 
everything before it. 


Pointe a la Hache, a town of 2,000 


people, was the worst sufferer. In that 
town not a single house escaped injury 
The courthouse and Catholic church, 
the prlncpal building in tho town, and 
Borne twenty other buildings weio de- 
stroyed, and the situation was so 
threatening that the greater part of 
the people, fearing being crushed to 
death in, their buildings, camped out in 
the street all night in a heavy rain 


The air was filled with debris, and 


tho wind blew so fiercely that many 
had to anchor themselves against trees 
to prevent being blown away 
Four 


grown persons and several children arc 
known to have boon killed in Pointe do 
la Haohe, but how many children IB 
not exactly known 


In the immediate vicinity of Pointe 


a la Hache there arc other deaths re- 
ported and thirteen others in the 
country below. 
It is probable that 


the 
mortality 
will 
be 
greatly 


increased when news is recei ved 
from 
far-away 
settlements 
on 


the gulf coast, below Point a la 
Hache. In the orange country of Louis- 
iana, the crop was ripe upon the 
trees and about to be harvested 
It 


was completely destroyed in the storm, 
with a loss of 9350,000 or more on this 
single item.

B radish Johnson, the largest in the 
south, had been feold to a fruit dealer

Tbe BeaJ Fight it In the Future 


on tbe Permanent Iiooatton. 


Gen. John MoNalta is Bloomington'a 
hist representative before the stats 
Board in the effort to secure the state 
air. 
The other day tbe BKPCBTJCAN 


tsted that the board might raise the 
oath requirement from 950.000 to $150,- 


000. 
On that poiut Gen. MoNalta is 


quoted as eaying yesterday: 


"This is but the preliminary skirmish 


to tbe real contest. Tbe action of tbe 
ward in striking out from the specifica- 
tions ot requirements the demand for 
(50,000 and substituting s demand for 
(160,000, has no real significance beyond 
;he fact that the board was not then 
ready to agree npon B set ot specifica- 
tions for submission to the cities com- 
peting for the permanent location. 


"There oan be no doubt that the 


effect of such a requirement would be to 
stultify tbe board and leave it subject to 
inst criticism for its action in holding 
ont to the public that it intended to 
make a permanent location and then re- 
quire impossible conditions to secure 
ooation. 
"It u reasonable to suppose that the 


board, when it is ready to submit speoi 
loations of its requirements from a local 
ity, to aeonre the permanent location of 
the fair, will complete them substantially 
in conformity to the first instructions 
given, and so framed that all localities, 
whether with or without tsir ground a fit- 
ted np, or other conveniences, may com 
pete on equal terms—or that it will die 
Linotly refuse to entertain any proposi- 
tion for n permanent location—reconsider 
its action in favor of selecting a perman- 
ent location and postponing the whole 
matter for action by tbe legislature. 


"Tbe latter course is impossible, as it 


wonld imply a look ot confidence in the 
board to aot in a matter in which its 
members are clearly better qualified to 
aot, 
than will be the members of the 


next legislature, and may raise a ques- 
tion in tbe public mind whether snob ac- 
tion was not in the interest ot sorao loca- 
tion, whose representatives felt that they 
oonld do better b-fore tbe legislature 
than they oould before the board. 


"The discussion of the subject has de- 


velopod the fact that, even it the board 
should decide to at once select a perma- 
nent location, as is clearly the best 
course for it to pursue, it must also se- 
cure a temporary location for nee tinti 
its permanent grounds are properly 
fitted up, which cannot be done until 
after enitabla appropriations have been 
made for that purpose by tbe legislators 
and it does not seem that such appropri- 
ations oonld be obtained until after r 
permanent location had been selected.
